Given a Resolution Directing Congress 


to Investigate Itself. 


W ashington. July 28.—Although two 
dozen separate investigations are b e­ 
ing conducted b y Democrats of the 
house of representatives emb racing a 
variety of sub jects, including steel, 
sugar. Indians and b enzoate of soda, 
the committee on rules frowns upon a 
suggestion that the memb ership of the 
house investigate itself. 
This is one 
of the very few" suggested prob es that 
the Democrats have turned down. 
Representative Sisson of Mississippi 
appeared b efore the committee to urge 
a favorab le report on his resolution 
for an investigation b y a select com­ 
m ittee of five memb ers of the house 
of the purchase of the great tract of 
land b etween the senate office b uild­ 
ing and the union station, which the 
government has announced its inten 
tlon of acquiring and which will cost 
at least .$ I 800,000. 
One paragraph of 
the resolution strongly intim ates that 
memb ers of congress may b enefit b y 
the purchase. 
This paragraph directs 
the committee to inquire: 
‘‘What 
memb ers of congress if any are now" 
or have recently b een interested in 
any of said property either directly or 
indirectly , anal whether the owners of 
any of said property are related b y 
b lood or m arriage to any officer of the 
government or to any m emb er of con 
gress.” 
The rules committee tried to induce 
Mr. Sisson to ‘‘name nam es’” to b ack 
up his intimation, b ut he declined. He 
insisted, however, that if the inquiry 
were made some interesting things 
might b e developed. 
While no formal 
action was taken b y the committee on 
the resolution, it is understood that 
it wjjd receive no further considera­ 
tion. b ut will b e allowed to die In a 
pigeonhole of the committee room.
